This Magazine has now lived thirteen years, and is looking at its fourteenth with 
hopeful eyes. As is said of other adolescents, it is on the threshold of maturity and 
should take a long look at itself, its direction and its aspirations. The Detroit Society 
for Genealogical Research Magazine did not begin as do many magazines, with a purpose so 
definite that it could be stated on the masthead. Our Magazine began as a bulletin of in- 
formation and exchange among local members. As time went on and the members had compiled 
family histories and gathered vital statistics, it seemed a worthy thing to give these care- 
ful compilations more permanent record. And so the liagazine evolved without losing its pri- 
mary purpose. It is still a meduim of information, and exchange among members and a publish- 
er of the researches of the members of the society. 

The real intent and difference between this iiagazine and others of similar kind is 
the membership of the supporting society. iost of the better established genealogical so- 
cieties are dedicated to publishing the records and cenealogies of a certain aree and those 
within a certain time limit. This is a tidy and logical practice. It makes for easy filing 
in the libraries later. But it fails to take into consideration, modern population distri- 
butions and the fact that the greatest benefit of genealogy comes to the person who works 
out his own genealogy. 

A great many of us these days live’in a city far removed from our birthplace. We 
live in Detroit although we were born in Massachusetts, Liaryland, Nebraska or Canada. We 
have lost our sense of belonging to a community, the sense of integration that comes with 
long living in one place. Yet we modern Americans need desperately that sense of identifi- 
cation with our country. And the best way to regain it is to search out, with our own ef- 
fort and our own ingenuities, our own personal ancestral history. Such a search brings out 
inevitably not only a knowledge of one's ancestors, but a fresh exploration of the American 
ideal and a déeper understanding of the American way of life. And because it is our own 
history and we have discovered it ourselves, it is infinitely more potent and meaningful, 
than if some other historian wrote it out and we only read it. We have made a personal en- 
try into history and discovered America. 

The publication of the findings is merely the end chronicle of a marvelously en- 
lightening and stimulating experience - an encouragement to put the pieces together in an 
orderly manner, that all may see and understand. It is hoped, of course, that someone else, 
picking up some clues therefrom, will be helped to put together their own ancestral line and 


experience also that same happy adventure. And it is hoped that the story will awaken among 
the relatives - who will not or cannot, take on the search themselves - some small echoes 
of the comniler's emotions and understanding. 

This then is our purpose - to publish the researches of our members - not where 


the immigrant stepped off the boat or where he found gold in the creek - but where his de- 
scendent is joined with others in the common pursuit of reviving ancestral memories. And 
hence our Magazine reflects a multiplicity of backgrounds, our family histories wind through 
half a dozen states and our source materials have been picked up along the same winding way. 
The researcher of 1988 will look upon the records of many states when he looks tlirough our 
Magazine. He will find a good body of material concerning New York and New England and Ilich- 
igan, because the largest single group in our membership have ancestors who brought family 
Bibles and family trees westward along this route. But the student will also find an occa- 
sional glimpse of the old French city, Detroit, which long antedated the immgration from the 


eastern United States. And he will find increasingly as the years pile un, ancestrel lines 
from almost any state and country. And that seems to us good and truly, typically American.

CORNELIUS ATKINSON - FRONTIER RANGER 
William C. Hudson 


Among the frontier rangers stationed at Ft. Augusta on the banks of the Susquehanna in 
the early days of the French and Indian War, was a young man named Cornelius Atkinson who 
thus introduced himself upon the American scene. In time he became the progenitor of many 
strong and sturdy pioneers. His descendants have generally shown a rather unusual sense of 
family loyalty and quite a number of them have paid honor to their ancestor by affiliating 
with patriotic societies. However so far as I can learn, the only published account of this 
man and his family is the one set forth in Hardesty's Historical Hand Atlas of lionroe County, 
Ohio, published in 1882 and now a very rare book, accessible to but few readers. Hence the 
writer deems it worth while to briefly recount the claim of this colonial and revolutionary 
ancestor to the memory of posterity. 


Ft. Augusta in what is now Northumberland County was one of the forts authorized and 
established after Braddock's defeat for the protection of the western settlements of Penn- 
sylvania from attacks by the Indians. Cornelius Atkinson was listed as a private in Captain 
Joseph Shippen's company of the First Pennsylvania Regiment April 3, 1756 and on April 20th 
was issued clothing consisting of one coat, two pairs of leather breeches, one white shirt 
and two pairs of shoes(1). How long he had been in America at that time we do not know. He 
is said to have been born in Ireland in 1732, son of Robert Atkinson and wife both natives 
of that country. He settled in a region colonized by fellow-Scotch-Irish Presbyterians. He 
was in active service more than a year and later received a land warrant, presumably because 
of it. 


In 1758 he married Mary Cross in Northumberland (then part of Lancaster) County and 
within the next three or four years exercised his land warrant by settling on the south side 
of the Juniata River just west of its junction with the Susquehanna where his immediate 
neighbors were the Baskins, Kerl and Ellis families. This locality was then in Cumberland, 
but it is now a part of Perry County. On May 7, 1762, Marcus Huling, recently returning 
from Pittsburg, filed a complaint with the Pennsylvania authorities that the above-named fam- 
ilies during his absence had occupied lands previously granted to him and that Cornelius At- 
kinson was encroaching upon his Onion Bottom lands south of the Juniata. The Pennsylvania 
Board of Property, at a meeting held October 27, 17606, decided that Huling held the prior 
warrant and appointed arbitrators to first set off Huling's land and then Atkinson's, giving 
due regard to the improvements each had made. (2) Huling was not satisfied with the award 
but his appeal from the decision of the arbitrators was denied. 


In 1774 Cornelius Atkinson was granted two tracts of land under warrant in Northumber- 
land County and probably moved his family there as they were residents of that county at the 
beginning of the Revolutionary War. Soon after the Committees of Safety had become organiz- 
ed in Pennsylvania he enlisted, Jan. 14, 1776, as first lieutenant in the first company of 
the Second Battalion of the Northumberland County Associators (3). This battalion was in 
the command of Colonel James Potter, one of the original members of the Committe of Safety. 
James and Charles Atkinson enlisted with their father, Charles being then hardly sixteen 
years of age. These boys started a career as frontiersmen patterned after that of their fa- 
ther, and for the next twenty years or more were frequently engaged in military service a- 
gainst the Indians or otherwise in defense of their country. Later in the Revolution the 
3rd son, William Atkinson, enlisted in the Pennsylvania militia as a member of Robinson's 
Rangers. (4) 


Long afterwards in 1832, when Charles Atkinson applied for a pension for his Revolution- 
ary services, he mentioned some of the duties performed by him and his fellow-rangers in 
1779. (5) They guarded provision boats going up the Susquehanna with supplies for General 
Sullivan's army, and were also engaged in destroying an Indian Company which was boating 
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green corn up the Susquehanna River from the Indian cornfields to their stockade at Tioga 
Point. The year following he was in the expedition against the Indians up the west branch we 
of the Susquehanna. 


In the last years of the Revolution, Cornelius and his older sons were enrolled in the 
Cumberland County Liilitia and presumably returned to that county to live about 1781. Cor- 
nelius and some of his children, including William, continued to reside there until about 
1800. 

After the Revolution the older children of Cornelius Atkinson married and founded homes 
of their own. Charles married Sarah lickKnight but she died in childbirth leaving a child who 
was reared in the home of his uncle, Cornelius Atkinson Jr. This son was later to become 
noted as Orig. Gen. Henry S. Atkinson, U.S-A-, Commander of an Expedition in the so-called 
Slack Hawk War. Charles Atkinson later married Elizabeth Stephens, Dec. 4, 1787. William 
Atkinson married, perhaps earlier in the same year, liary licCoy, the eighteen-year old daugh- 
ter of Lieutenant Thomas ucCoy who had served in the 6th Pa. Battalion and been taken pris- 
oner at Quebec. iiary's mother, Elizabeth Baskins, was daughter of James Baskins who oper- 
ated the first ferry across the Susquehanna where it is now crossed by U.S. Route 22. James 
Atkinson married Mary Brown. In the early 1790's Charles Atkinson went to live on Ten liile 
Creek in Green County, Pa. He, and probably his brother James also, engaged in defense of 
the frontier against the Indians and lived in a stockade fort near the present city of 
Waynesburgh. They both served in the campaign against the so-called Whiskey Rebellion. 
James was sergeant in Capt. James Seal's Company for 265 days and Charles was private in the 
same company. (6) Charles later served at Ft. Henry on the present site of Wheeling, WwW. Va. 
About the end of the 18th Century they moved to Northwest Territory on Sunfish Creek in what 
is now Lionroe County, Ohio, where they were soon joined by their brothers William, Isaac and 
Liitchell and their sister Liary (Jones-Ingraham). 


These early Ohio Atkinsons took a leading part in the development of their new place of Ca 
settlement. James was the founder of the village of Jamestown, now known as Cameron. When 

Monroe County was organized in 1813 William was chosen as one of the first County Commis- 

sioners and was later one of the founders of the Village of Clarington - named after Clarin- 

da, one of the daughters of the clan. Isaac was first an associate judge and later repre- 

sented his county in the state legislature, first as representative and afterward as state 
senator. liitchell, the youngest brother and only nineteen years of age when he came to Ohio 

was the first school-teacher in Salem Township, the schoolhouse being on the farm of his 

brother Charles. He later became county surveyor. 


The sons and daughters of the pioneers were adventurous spirits and their lives were 
far from prosaic. Ruth, the youngest daughter of Charles, rode horseback to Illinois with 
her husband on their wedding journey. The men of the family took pride in their physical 
prowess. The oldest son of Charles, known as "Blue-head Jim," won many a bout at fisticuffs 
and claimed to be champion of the county in that rough pioneer sport. Their impetuosity and 
hardihood sometimes led to tragic endings: one engaged in some venture (the nature of which 
is now forgotten) on the Ohio River, and was never thereafter heard from; William Jr., (an- ; 
cestor of the writer) met sudden and accidental death from a falling roof-log which he was 
vainly trying to lift in place at a “house-raising® after it had baffled the strength of 
others. (At a much later period one member of the family who inherited to a marked degree . 
the size and strength of his forbears, and measured six feet seven inches in height, was fa- 
cetiously nicknamed "Shorty Atkinson.") 


While many of his descendants were pioneering in Ohio, Cornelius Atkinson was spending 
his declining years among those who remained on the Susquehanna. Cornelius Jr. had served 
in the militia, and later against the Whiskey Rebellion, but returned to the region of his 
upbringing. Having no children of their own, he and his wife reared Henry Sebastian Atkin- 
son, the motherless son of his brother Charles. Keziah and her husband, James Martin, lived 











near the original homesite and had a number of descendants who lived in that part of Penn- 
Sylvania. The other two daughters of Cornelius Sr., Jane Robinson and Rebecca Clark, lived 
in Pennsylvania after their marriage, but we have no further information about them. Some- 
time after 1800 it appears that Cornelius, the Ranger, and his wife moved across the river 
into Halifax Township, Dauphin County, where the latter died in 1807. Cornelius died in 
1815 and his son-in-law, James Martin, was appointed Administrator of his Estate. The fol- 
lowing year his heirs sold Sheep Island at the mouth of the Juniata, which he had owned from 
1767 till the date of his death.

"QUAINT REMINISCENCES 
Leaves from the Memory of an Old Syracusan. Freezing to 


Death of Deacon Ramsay's Daughter on the Oneida Lake 


"Both of these stories I often heard told in Cicero more than sixty years ago, and a 
ery ail around generally followed the telling of either. The late Judge 0. Strong informed’ 
me that he settled on Onondaga Hill in 1802. A few years after, he was standing in the 
street, an immigrant wagon halted near him, and the driver made some inquiries. He saw in 
the wegon a man, a woman and three or four children, and that they were Scotch and strongly 
marked in word and manner. They told him that they were direct from the hilly parts of 
Scotland, and were traveling west to find a suitable place to settle. He told them that 
Onondaga Hills was healthy, plenty of work and land was good, and if they wanted new land 
there was plenty of it near by, and as cheap as any in the State. He advised them strongly 
to stop there and try it a while, at least. 

"He then went with the man and found a place where he could put his family, and thus 
began an acquaintance and friendship with the long well-known Deacon George Ramsay, which 
only ended at his death at a remarkable age. They soon found they had acquired an industri- 
ous, orderly and Christian family after the fashion of the Kirk of Scotland as near as pos- 
sible, and the Songs of David were often heard loudly and solemnly sung around the humble 
Scotch dwelling. 

"The Deacon had some money, and after a while he purchased a newly improved farm at the 
foot of the Oneida Lake, near Fort Brewerton, upon which he built a comfortable log dwelling 
and moved into it, where he ever after lived and died. 

"The Deacon was opposed to dancing and other fooleries of young people, as he called 
them. Soon his eldest daughter arrived at womanhood, and found that she felt and desired to 
do as other young people did. She was fond of dancing, and danced when she had the chance. 
A ball was to be held at Constantia; a load from Fort Erewerton wished to go, and they in- 
duced Illiss Ramsay to go along. She done so without the knowledge of her parents. The party 
had a good time generally, and started for home on the ice of the Lake Oneida the same way 
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they went. The weather was extremely cold, and they had the misfortune to drive into a hole 
in the ice. They were delayed and all much exposed to the cold and when they got ready to 
start they found that iiiss Ramsay was unable to help herself. When they got to the tavern 
at Fort Brewerton, they saw that she was frozen to death. 

"They now tried to induce some one to go to and inform her parents. No one would go; 
so the boys were compelled to do it. They at least expected a fearful storm, and probably 
something worse. The Deacon was much on muscle, and they knew when he was provoked and 
crossed he was not backward in applying his weighty and vigorous fists on the offenders. So 
they prepared themselves and started to fight their way through if attacked. 

"They went there and all went in, greatly agitated; they told the Deacon the story. He 
listened to them attentively, and when through, he coolly and calmly said, "God's will be 
done.' He and his family then got up, and he told the young men they must join them in thank- 
ing and praising God for His great blessing in saving all their company but his daughter from 
their great peril. This they could not well refuse to do; so, down they all went, and the 
Deacon began. He had not a word of blame or censure for his daughter, or any of her company 
but took it all upon himself as chastisement for his many sins. He soon brought down the 
house, and they all became greatly affected. One of the young men went intirely over and 
declared he would never go to another ball, and would serve God with all his power. Soon af- 
ter he joined the Deacon's church, and long lived in Cicsro a respectable, Christian man, 
and finally disappeared in the wilds of Michigan about forty-five years ago. 

"Before 1822 and after, the only meeting house in Cicero was a large log building at 
the corners, built for the purpose and well adapted for it. They had no stated preacher in 
town, but the log meeting house always groaned on Sundays, mostly through the zeal and labor 
of Deacon Kamsay and Isaac Cody. ‘hrough the zeal of Deacon Ramsay his words and manners 
would sometimes be ludricous and laughable and many would laugh. He was a sensible man, and 
knew that he had given them cause to laugh; so he would stop and laugh heartily with them 
and tell them they should not have all the fun. Those old services were popular and always 
well attended, much more than when they had a regular preacher. Deacon Ramsay lived four 
miles from the meeting house, and always went and came by foot and was never known to ride 
any where in those times.® 


This story is a copy of an old newspaper clipping, in a scrap-book, owned by Raymond H. 
Barnum, Syracuse, N-Y., great great grandson of Deacon Ramsay. The tale is a garbled ver- 
sion of the facts. Deacon Ramsay came to Brewerton between 1790 and 1792 (Onondaga County 
histories say that he was teaching and preaching, there, in 1792). He did not "buy" land, 
nor was that land "newly improved". He was the first landowner in Cicero township. Oliver 
Stephens (1789) and Ryal Bingham (1790) did not own land so could not have "improved" any. 
The Deacon and his wife settled on the 600 A. Wilitary Lot 10, Cicero, balloted 8 July 1790, 
by her father, John Smith (Balloting Book, pp. 33, 80, 120) for Revolutionary service (First 
Regt., New York Line, Col. Goose Van Schaick: Documents relating to the Colonial History of 
New York, v. 15, pp- 199, 547). “Lliss Ramsay" was Helen "Nellie," first-born of the Deacon 
and his wife. She froze to death as a result of exposure in the icy water, off Dry Land 
Point, wHen the sleigh broke through, opposite Peter Phillips' house. Constantia was then 
known as Rotterdam. Decaon George Ramsay, b- July 13, 1759, Sterlingshire, Scotland; d. Mar. 
13, 1838, Brewerton, N-Y- Christiania Smith, b. Sept. 19, 1773, Douglas, Scotland; d. July 2, 
1850, Brewerton. Helen "Nellie" Ramsay, b. Jan. 27, 1793, Brewerton; d. Jan. 1, 1813, Dry 
Land Point, on Oneida Lake. John Smith, b. abt..1730, Scotland; d. Feb. 28, 1822, liontgomery 
(formerly Wardsbridge) Orange Co., N.Y. (Independent Republican, Goshen, N.¥.) Deacon xam- 
say and the Smith family were in New York State some years before the Revolution; many years 
before moving to Onondaga County, George Hamsay had lived at Galwey, Saratoga County and in 
Albany. John Smith:was on a Committee of Safety, some time, before enlisting in 1775. He 
lived in Albany, Ulster and Orange Counties. whey were not direct from Scotland.

SWANSE COUNTY MICHIGAN NOTES 


Clark - Smith - Wood = Seward - Lee Families

These notes refer mostly to people of Lenawee County and lionroe County, Wichigan. Many of 
the notes were secured from records at the Pension Bureau in Washington, D. C. and refer to 
the contributor's own family lines. However, I have included interesting notations on other 


families which may be helpful to some kindred spirit searching for clues among these names. 


CLARK NOTES 


There are records in the U.S. Pension Office for several David Clarks with service during 
the Revolutionary War. Only one record was copied which may pertain to the family of Syl- 
vester Clark who lived in Raisin Township, Lenawee County, liichigan, many years ago. (See 
also"A Clark Family Record" in the Detroit Society for Genealogical Research lLiagazine, Vol. 
XII, No. 5, p- 125.) 


File number W25424, Connecticut Service. Wife Jane. The attached Bible record was written 
on the back of the fly leaf of a New Testament printed in Edinburgh MD CCXCI. 
"David and Jane Clark married Oct. 3lst, 1782. 
Susannah Clark born August 17th, 1783 
Sylvester Clark born Oct. 2, 1789 
Seth Clark born April 20th, 1792 
Allen Clark born June. llth, 1794 
Lucy Clark born Sept. idth, 1600."

SMITH NOTES 


Pension Record of John Pp. Smith (widow Gertrude) of Claverack, N.Y. File No. W19050. N.Y. 
Service. Residence at enlistment, Claverack, Columbia Co., New York. Residence in 1832, 
Davenport, Delaware Co., New York. Age 8&3 years. 

Oct. 8, 1832, John P. Smith, a resident of Davenport, Delaware Co., New York, aged 83 
years, ---- to obtain benefit of Act of Congress of June 7, 1832. 

Says that when he entered service he resided in Claverack, Columbia Co., N.Y. and that 
he entered service during the Revolutionary War in the fall of the year but does not recol- 
lect what year, and was called out as a private soldier under Capt. idiller, Col. Henry Van 
Renselaer and marched from Claverack to Oneida Lake, N.Y., and was stationed there one month, 
was in battle with the Indians and British at Oneida Lake, N.Y., and was stationed there one 
month, was in battle with the Indians and British at Oneida, was dismissed and returned to 
Claverack. Was later called out under same officers from Claverack to Johnstown, N.Y., at 
Johnstown over a month to guard against Indians and British, was discharged and returned to 
Claverack. Again called out under same officers and Gen. Robert Van Rensalaer in the next 
fall, from Claverack to Sharon Flatts in N.Y. Stationed at German (Sharon written then 
crossed out and German written in,) five or six weeks to guard and defend inhabitants of 
that region from Indians. 

Again called out in winter, can't tell what year, under Major Asylstine, from Claverack 





to Newburgh on North River, about one month, to guard against a landing of British, was dis- 
missed and returned to Claverack. Called out next summer under Capt. iiiller, from Claverack 
to Livingston, Columbia Co., a little over one month, to prevent Tories from recapturing the 
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spy called Filly who was executed at Livingston during his station there, was dismissed and 
returned to Claverack in summer season. Again called out same summer, from Claverack to 
Esopus, Ulster Co., about one month, to prevent British from sailing up the Hudson River, 
Col. Henry Van Rensalaer, discharged and returned to Claverack. Was in no battles.
